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[0009] In a first embodiment of the present invention shown in Figs. 

1 to 4, reference numeral 1 denotes a mate searching apparatus. 
This mate searching apparatus 1 is composed of: an input device 

2 capable of receiving a personality including a family register 
and a personal history, a physical constitution and health, 
character, a specialty and a capability, a religion and a principle, 
tastes and hobbies, a human nature and a sense of values, a purpose 
of living, and assets, which is owned by a user him/herself or a 
person required by the user; a transmitter device 3 which encodes 
the user's own personality inputted to this input device 2 and 
transmits a pulse or frequency signal; and a receiver device 5 which 
converts the personality required by the user him/herself and 
inputted to the input device 2 into an encoded pulse or frequency 
signal, and upon receiving the signal concerned, is capable of 
displaying the signal on a display device 4. 

[0010] Used for the input device 2 is one similar to that used in 
a handheld word processor, an electronic organizer, or the like. 
The input device 2 is composed, in a case member 6, of: an input 
keyboard 7 which has a plurality of keys and receives the 
personality; an ON/OFF switch 8; a personal key 9 for the user 
him/herself, which switches so as to be capable of receiving the 
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user's own personality; and a requiring personal key 10 which 
switches so as to be capable of receiving the personality required 
by the user. 

[0011] The transmitter device 3 is composed of: a transmission 
encoding conversion circuit 11 which encodes the user's own 
personality inputted to the input device 2 and converts the encoded 
personality into a pulse or frequency signal; and an antenna 13 
which transmits the signal from the transmission encoding 
conversion circuit 11 by turning on a transmission switch 12 
provided in the case member 6. 

[0012] The transmitter device 5 is composed of : a reception encoding 
conversion circuit 14 which encodes the personality required by 
the user and inputted to the input device 2 and converts the encoded 
personality into a pulse or frequency signal; a comparator 16 which 
compares this signal from the reception encoding conversion circuit 
14 with a signal received from the antenna 13 provided in the case 
member 6 by turning on a reception switch 15 provided in the case 
member 6; and the display device 4 formed of a lamp 17, which turns 
on by a signal issued when both of the signals coincide with each 
other in this comparator 16, and a display unit 18 which displays 
a name . 

[0013] When the user searches for a mate, the mate searching 
apparatus 1 having the above-described configuration performs a 
user's own personality input step 19 of inputting the user's own 
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personality by means of the input keyboard 7 by operating the user' s 
own personality key 9 of the input device 2, and performs a required 
personality input step 20 of inputting the personality required 
by the user by means of the keyboard 7 by operating the personal 
key 10 of the input device 2, which requires the switching. 
[0014] Next, by turning the transmission switch 12 into an ON state, 
the mate searching apparatus 1 performs a user's own personality 
transmission step 21 of transmitting the user's own personality 
inputted by the input device 2 from the antenna 13 by converting 
the personality into the pulse or frequency signal in the 
transmission encoding conversion circuit 11. 

[0015] By turning the reception switch 15 into an ON state, the 
mate searching apparatus 1 performs a reception step 22 of 
converting the required personality inputted h/ the input device 
2 into the pulse or frequency signal in the reception encoding 
conversion circuit 14 and receiving the signal from the antenna 
13. 

[0016] The respective persons hold the mate searching apparatuses 
1 set in the above-described manner, and turn each transmission 
switch 12 and each reception switch 15 into the ON states in the 
place of a party or in a town, thus making it possible to search 
for a person required by each person and a person requiring each 
person by lighting of the lamp 17 of each display device 4 and display 
of each display unit 18, which displays a name. 
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[0017] 

[Different embodiments of the invention] Next, different 
embodiments of the present invention, which are shown in Figs. 5 
to 10, will be described. In the description of these different 
embodiments of the present invention, the same reference numerals 
will be added to the same constituent portions as those of the 
above-described first embodiment of the present invention, and 
duplication description will be omitted. 

[0018] Main different points of a second embodiment of the present 
invention shown in Figs. 5 to 7 from the above-described first 
embodiment of the present invention are as follows. In the second 
embodiment, an existing input device 23 such as a personal computer 
or a word processor which inputs the personalities to a card or 
a floppy disk is used, and thus a user's own personality input step 
19A and a required personality input step 20A are performed. Then, 
the card or the floppy disk 24 to which the personalities are 
inputted in those input steps 19A and 20A is set capable of being 
inserted into a card or floppy disk insertion slot 25 of a mate 
searching apparatus 1A and being connected to the slot. Use of the 
mate searching apparatus 1A thus configured also provides similar 
functions and effects to those of the above-described first 
embodiment of the present invention, and renders the input device 
unnecessary. This leads to achievement of the downsizing and 
compactness of the apparatus, and enables the apparatus to be 
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manufactured at low cost, 

[0019] Main different points of a third embodiment of the present 
invention shown in Figs. 8 to 10 from the above-described second 
embodiment of the present invention are as follows. In the third 
embodiment, in a user's own personality input step 19B and an input 
step 20B of a personality required by the user, the personalities 
are inputted to a transmission chip 2 6 and a reception chip 27 by 
printing, and these transmission chip 2 6 and reception chip 27 are 
adapted to be capable of being attached to the case member 6. A 
mate searching apparatus IB using the transmission chip 2 6 and the 
reception chip 27, which are thus formed, can also provide similar 
functions and effects to those of the above-described second 
embodiment of the present invention. 

[0020] Although the independent mate searching apparatuses have 
been described in the above-described respective embodiments of 
the present invention, the present invention is not limited to this . 
Each mate searching apparatus may be incorporated in a portable 
recording/reproduction apparatus, a portable radio, a radio 
cassette recorder, or the like. 

[0021] 

[Effect of the Invention] As apparent from the above description, 
according to the present invention, effects listed below are 
obtained. 

[0022] (1) The mate searching method includes: the user's own 
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personality input step of inputting the user's own personality to 
the mate searching apparatus; the user's own personality 
transmission step of transmitting the user' s own personality 
inputted in this user's own personality input step by converting 
the personality into an encoded signal in the mate searching 
apparatus; the required personality input step of inputting the 
personality required by the user to the mate searching apparatus; 
and the reception step of converting the required personality 
inputted in this required personality input step into an encoded 
signal in the mate searching apparatus and displaying or notifying 
the signal concerned upon receiving the signal. Accordingly, the 
mates can be widely searched without reliance on friends or an 
introduction center. Hence, the search for the mates can be 
performed without constraint. 

[0023] (2) By virtue of the above-described (1), the person required 
by the user and the person requiring the user can be searched 
accurately . 

[0024] (3) By virtue of the above-described (1), self-introduction 
and the like at a party and the like becomes unnecessary or can 
be done briefly, and the person required by the user and the person 
requiring the user can be searched efficiently. 

[0025] (4) By virtue of the above-described (1) , the respective 
persons hold the mate searching apparatuses, and search for the 
person requiring each person and the person required by each person 
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by means of the signals, and accordingly, the mate searching 
apparatus can be used anywhere from indoors to outdoors.
